Inspector H. D. Hines arri 
Saturday, it is said to begin an 
vestigation of the charges made on 
May 4 by Dr. K. B. AJcCormick 
against Dr. VV. A. Lackey and 
other -officers. Only the charges 
against Dr. Lackey are to be 
vestigated, so far as known, 
the so-called investigation is being 
held, it is reported, at a room in 
town. The President of the Board 
of Commissioners to whom th< 
charges were formally reported 
seen yesterday and said he 
had no official knowledge that an 
nvestigation was going on. 
McCormick is not present in per- 
or by attoriey, and fti* fact 
that the commissioners were not 
asked to be present indicates th 
the investigation is of a purely pi 
vate character. 

The charges against Dr. Lackey 
were made nearly two months ago, 
and after a month had elapsed Dr, 
McCormick was asked to embody 
his charges in an affidavit, which 
he did on June 1, sending the paper 
to the Commissioners and writing 
Mr. Hines where it could be 
cured. Regarding Mr. Hi 
statement that the affidavit was not 
obtained until June 15, President 
Knight says Secretary Feland 
was ordered to notify Mr. Hines at 
once that it wassubjectto his order 
and if it has been withheld it 
against instructions. Furthermore 
the affidavit was promptly publish- 
ed on the day it was made at Owens- 
bo ro. 

The policy of delay from week 
week has been so well underst 
here that but little importance 
attached to the alleged investi 
turn.
